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$20,000 depot remodeling job to start 
July 15; will modernize C&NI/V station

A complete remodeling and renovation of the North 
Western depot in Arlington Heights will get under way 
July 15, it was announced today by Paul E. Feucht, executive 
vice-president of the railway company. 
The remodeling, estimated to cost approximately $20,- 
000, will result in a radical change in the exterior appearance 
of the station. The west side 
dormer an d 
the “ginger­ 
bread” molding of yesteryear 
will be completely removed. 
Roof contours will be squared 
and the lines of the building 
altered to conform with contem­ 
porary styling. 
A NEW ROOF of green asphalt 
shingles will be applied to the 
depot as well as to the platform 
shelters on the center and west­ 
bound tracks. Exterior walls will 
be of grey asbestos cement shin­ 
gle siding. All doors and windows 
Will be replaced with new flush 
doors and double-hung wTindows, 
and new door sills and entrance 
platforms will be installed. All 
door and window framing will be 
renewed. 
The interior of the depot will 
be converted to a single large 
waiting room in place of the pres­ 
ent separate waiting rooms. The 
ticket office wiU be located at 
the west end and new toilet fa­ 
cilities will be on the north side 
of the room. 
A 
modem 
oil-fired heating 
• plant will be installed utilizing 
hot water heat with convector 
radiators located under the win­ 
dows. The waiting room floor 
will be replaced with terazzo of 
light mottled pattern. 
CEILING AND WALLS will be 
replastered and painted a blue- 
green. 
Fluorescent lighting will 
be used throughout the building 
■with flush mounted fixtures in 
the ceiling. 
The waiting room 
will have a wainscoting of birch 
wood installed around the entire 
room to a height of approximate­ 
ly four feet This wainscoting will 
be stained, shellacked, varnished, 
and waxed. 
At the w est end, the ticket of­ 
fice will have a tempered pressed 
wood counter with a flutex glass 
ticket window. Space for glassed- 
in bulletin boards on either side 
of the window will permit easy 
access to posted schedules and 
other information. 
The railway estimates that the 
work should be C9mpleted within 
approximately 90 days.

“We came on to Paris and then 
to Calais, France, where we left 
our car and took a four day trip 
to London via Dover.

came on to Brussels, Belgium, 
where I attended a four 
day 
meeting of the ‘International con­ 
ference of real estate councilors’, 
“The meetings were somewhat 
different, but very 
interesting. 
The meetings, of course, were all 
held in French, so we American 
delegates had to have interpre­ 
ters.

The work will be speeded up in 
order to give as little inconven­ 
ience to the public as possible. 
Mr. Izzo is being assisted bv 
Mercy E. Nelson, who has charge 
of the plumbing operations. 
Residents of the Southside will 
be interested in learning the pur­ 
pose of the intercepting sewer 
and the manner of its operation. 
Many of the sewers, construct­ 
ed over 20 years ago are inade­ 
quate because* of the number of 
homes that have been construct­ 
ed in that area.

A 15 year old boy was killed 
and his 13 year old companion 
seriously injured Monday night 
when the bike they were riding 
was struck by an auto driven by 
Richard H. Gordon, 19, of Pala­ 
tine. 
THE DEAD boy, Jesse Torres, 
Algonquin rd., Arlington Heights, 
driving the bike, carrying 
his friend, Condalrio Esquivel, on 
the crossbars. 
The accident occurred on Al­ 
gonquin rd., 
one-quarter 
mile 
west of State rd. Gordon testi­ 
fied at the inquest that he was 
driving east on Algonquin 
rd., 
and had dimmed his lights to let 
a westbound car pass. Just as he 
was about to raise his lights he 
s4w the bicycle in the middle of 
his lane. He applied his brakes 
and swerved left, but was unable 
to avoid the collision. The rear 
of the bike caught on his right 
front fender, tossing the boys into 
the air, one apparently striking 
the windshield, which was badly 
shattered. 
Gordon got out of his car and 
flagged down another auto, the 
driver of which called the police 
and ambulance. Both lads were 
taken to S t Francis hospital, Ev­

Technicians 


speed up test 


for dial operation 


Monday, June 30, marked th* 
start of another last-lap stride in 
the Illinois Bell’s 
program 
to 
bring the dial service to Arling­ 
ton Heights, Mount Prospect and 
Prospect Heights. Telephone men 
in the modem dial 
exchange 
building, 106 W. Eastman 
st., 
Arlington Heights, began “pre­ 
testing” all long distance lines 
and wire links between certain 
exchanges, switchboards and dial 
apparatus. 


The men are testing the lines 
over which your dial calls will 
be traveling in just a few weeks, 
said W. C. 
Lathen, 
telephone 
manager here. During the equip­ 
ment checks, approximately 300 
trunks and circuits will be “cut” 
into momentary operation, tested 
and cut out again. 


“It’s like 300 little dial change­ 
overs.” Lathen explained. 
“So 
that the area’s 7,800 telephones 
can become dial operated in 
a 
matter of 
seconds 
without ta 
hitch, these pre-tests and other 
tests must be made in advance 
of the actual changeover.” 


Dial service is scheduled to be­ 
gin July 19. 


Fourteen men, supervised by 
Chief Switchman G. E. McIntyre, 
315 N. Pine, Mt. Prospect, are su­ 
pervising the trunk and toll cir­ 
cuit pre-tests.

What will my children tell their children? 
Already in my youth there was this promotion of a safe and 
sane Fourth. My father told me every year that it was not like 
“the good old days” of his youth. 
The fire-crackers they had in 
those days! 
Mine was a 
generation 
that 
still read books for pleasure. 
I 
grew 
up 
with—among 
other 
things—Irvin 
Cobb’s 
reminis­ 
cences of Paducah, set 
in 
the 
period of my grandfather’s boy­ 
hood, or maybe a little 
later. 
The celebrations they had 
in 
those days! 
WE NEVER had but three sky­ 
rockets in all our lives — and 
they were all 
on 
the 
same 
Fourth. The first was a dud. 
The second went up in the air, 
veering somewhat to the east, 
and cut over to the west, leav­ 
ing a trail of sparks that made 
a three-quarter circle 
in 
the 
night It landed and exploded a 
blaze of brilliance, all over Mr. 
O’Reilly’s front porch. 
And the 
night was filled with the 
bril- 
iance and the richness of Mr. O’­ 
Reilly’s vocabulary and brogue. 
My father seemed to think it best 
not to join battle, maybe 
Mr. 
O’Reilly would quiet down and 
go away if no one upset his even 
flow of words. 
It worked. 
And after much 
debate as to whether or not to go 
on, we decided to try the third. 
Surely, this one would be what 
it ought to be. 
“Famous 
last 
words.” 
IT WENT up about eight or 
ten feet, then cut into a forward 
zoom at just about that height, 
parallel to the sidewalk.

poor woman walking 
up 
the 
street heard the hiss of the fuse, 
turned to look—then ran! 
She 
couldn’t have run as far as mem­ 
ory suggests (she may only have

The Chicago Maternity Center 
has delivered more than 53,000 
babies 
and 
given 
obstetrical 
training to almost 7,000 doctors 
and medical students since 1932. 
That was what Dr. Beatrice E. 
Tucker, 1720 E. 56th st., medical 
director of the obstetrical clinic, 
told the annual meeting of the 
Center’s board of directors which 
met at 12:30 p. rn., June 24, at 
the Racquet club. 
Dr. Tucker is just finishing her 
twentieth year as medical direct­ 
or. th e pointed out that in 1951 
alone the famous obstetrical clin­ 
ic delivered the babies of nearly 
3,300 needy Chicago mothers in 
their homes and taught nearly 
300 medical men and women.

Stream fishing poor and 
getting worse as creeks 
a * straightened out 


Thousands of stream fishermen 
nave been very disappointed this 
yaw* from the results they have 
bad m nearby streams. So much 
nijjh water has kept them choco­ 
late brown 
and 
spoiled 
all 
chance of getting anything much 
with hook and line. 
Just what can be done to*im- 
prove the stream fishing in Illi­ 
nois? Experts say it can be done 
but is a huge job. It’s mainly a 
job of erosion control which 
is 
important not only for improved 
fishing but also to save the soil 
that provides our future food. 
For many years the tendency 
has been to straighten streams, 
clean the banks of every 
tree 
find shrub and allow cattle 
to 
trample the banks creating even 
greater muddy conditions. 
Fish 
must have some shade 
along 
with cleaner water 
and 
some 
deep holes for survival. 
Trees and shrubs planted along 
the banks will provide the shade 
for .cooler water and a multiflora 
rose fence will keep the cattle 
find hogs out except for a space 
left open for crossing and crater­ 
ing.

Shrub pruning now 
big influence on 
flowering in '53 


After 
they 
blossom, 
prune 
your shrubs. This advice is par­ 
ticularly timely since most of our 
flowering shrubs have now com­ 
pleted their bloom. They should 
be pruned immediately if you 
expect maximum flowering next 
season. 
New twig growth this summer 
brings 
blossoms 
next 
spring, 
points out C. C. Formwalt, field 
representative of the Davey Tree 
Expert company. With most of 
the deciduous shrubs, flowers ap­ 
pear on 
one-year 
wood. 
To 
stimulate new growth, best prac­ 
tice, to gain pleasing form and 
desired size, is to remove 
the 
oldest and heaviest wood. 
Forsythia 
and 
other 
early 
blooming sorts, should have been 
pruned some time ago. But you 
can still help these decorative 
plants. Blossom buds should have 
a chance to get established 
if 
you prune now. 
However, Rose 
of Sharon and hydrangea, late- 
blooming shrubs, should not be 
trimmed until early fall, 
after 
their flowers fade. Pruning may 
be delayed until next spring, if 
desired. 
The same general rules apply 
to pruning flowering trees. These 
include the flowering 
dogwood, 
flowering crabapple and Japan­ 
ese cherry. 
Tnese 
are 
early 
bloomers that require strategic 
trimming, but not as much 
as 
shrubs. 
Trees should be thinned just 
enough to admit light and air. 
The usual corrective cutting 
to 
maintain attractive form should 
be done, as welL For blooming 
glory in ’53, pruning now is the 
kindest cut of all.

government a l o n e is 
greater than the total amount 
spent in Illinois for food. 
Three billion 861 million dol­ 
lars was drained out of Illinois 
to Washington in fiscal 1951— 
July I, 1950" to June 30, 1951. 
Three billion 334 million dollars 
was spent during the calendar 
year 1951 in Illinois retail estab­ 
lishments for food, based on col­ 
lections from the retailers’ occu­ 
pation tax—including restaurants 
and lunch rooms of all kinds, re­ 
freshment stands, beer parlors 
and package liquor stores, gro­ 
cery stores, meat markets, fruits 
and vegetables, dairy products, 
candy stores, bakeries and cater­ 
ers, delicatessens, and other food 
stores. 586 million dollars was 
spent in Illinois in all department 
stores. The cost of the federal 
government alone to Illinois was 
therefore as great as the total 
dollar volume of retail food and 
department store purchases.

• GARDEN ROBBERS 
One thing is certain, a fellow 
can’t have a bird sanctuary and 
raise peas in his garden at 
the 
same time—that is, if there hap­ 
pen to be any blackbirds amongst 
his bird population. 
We have proved that to our en­ 
tire satisfaction during the 
past 
couple of years. Those blackbirds 
are simply death to the pea crop, 
they will just follow up a row 
and shell out every pod just as 
it gets to the proper eating stage. 
' 
The worst of it is those blame 
blackbirds are not part of 
the 
regular bird population around 
our place. 
They seem to 
have 
scouts out and move in when 
the peas are about ready to pick 
and then the fun begins. 
The 
only way that there seems to be 
to fool the pirates is to grow the 
peas on a trellis or brush them, 
that is, stick brush along 
the 
rows for the vines to climb on. 
This method of 
having 
the 
vines upright seems to bluff the 
pesky blackbirds, they will open 
some of the pods under this sys­ 
tem, but they aren’t able to clean 
out the patch the way they do 
if the vines are on the ground.

• CALL TO BATTLE

birds—nearly every night an owl 
makes life unpleasant for

THERE ARE five camper pe­ 
riods during the summer, each 
one filled to its capacity of 96 
children and 18 staff counselors, 
who are provided by the partici­ 
pating agencies.

building and permanent staff liv­ 
ing quarters, including winterized 
buildings for the director and 
caretaker.

Damage protection 
is especially needed near the 
ground, where machinery or live­ 
stock may tear the wire loose. 
Winter says the ground wire or 
rod should go down into the 
ground at least 12 feet.

at'the elevator 


Farmers will find it in their 
interests to cooperate in the cur 
rent clean grain campaign, ac­ 
cording to Cecil Musser, director 
of member relations for the Illi­ 
nois grain corporation. 
Illinois 
grain is an affiliated company of 
the Illinois agricultural associa­ 
tion. 
Musser explained that 
grain 
handlers and processors are op­ 
erating in line with the U. S. 
food and drug administration in 
a national program to keep clean 
the grains that are milled for 
food. 
For this reason 
farmers 
will find that the grain they de­ 
liver to the elevator will be met 
with a close inspection. Grains 
that are heavily damaged by in­ 
sects or contaminated with dirt 
from rodents 
may 
be 
turned 
down by the elevator operator or 
heavily discounted. 
WHEAT THAT IS condemned 
as unfit for human consumption 
or milling purposes by the food 
and drug 
administration 
may 
take discounts as high as 60 to 
75 cents per bushel. 
Musser warned that grain 
in 
farm storage is in serious danger 
of becoming contaminated 
with 
weevil, rodents, birds, etc., unless 
proper precautions are taken. 
Musser advised fumigation 
of 
grain storage facilities after ab 
accumulations of waste grain are 
removed, control of rats and mice 
through poison bait, and keeping 
birds or poultry out of grain bins. 
Also trucks used to haul live­ 
stock should be thoroughly wash­ 
ed before loading with grain. 
Musser 
also 
reported 
that 
wheat is coming out of the field 
in good shape with high test 
weights and low moisture.

Harvest time is accident hazard 
time on the farm. 
John W. Matthews, executive 
secretary of the Illinois Rural 
Safety Council, says grain har­ 
vesting machinery with its high­ 
speed cutting mechanisms, shaft­ 
ing, gears and chains is danger­ 
ous. 
It’s especially dangerous dur­ 
ing the “rush” of harvest, when 
the chances for accident mount 
rapidly, 
Matthews 
points 
out 
Harvesting is a season when too 
many farmers get in so big a 
hurry that they fail to take nec­ 
essary caution. 
FIRST STEP for safe operation 
of harvesting machinery is to put 
it into good condition before the 
harvest begins. This means that 
seats, controls, steps and other 
features of thfe machine should be 
in good repair. Shields or other 
safety guards must be in place 
before a machine is taken to the 
field. 
The Illinois rural safety coun­ 
cil recommends 
the 
following 
rules for harvest safety: 
1. Always be alert—never take 
a chance. 
2. Always stop all machinery 
before oiling, adjusting or un­ 
clogging it. 
^ 
3. Avoid 
wearing 
floppy 
or

for dry grain 


easily erected 


Need for 
additional 
storage 
facilities for dry 
grain 
arises 
periodically 
on 
nearly 
every 
farm. 
A temporary bin often­ 
times is the answer. 
It can be 
constructed rapidly, its cost is 
low and its salvage value is 
high. 


A popular bin of this type 
consists chiefly of a tempered 
presdwood hoop set on a wood­ 
en platform. 
Only five panels 
of the hardboard, each four feet 
wide and 12 feet long, are re­ 
quired. Since they can be bent 
to simple curves, the 
panels 
merely are bolted together on 
lap joints and braced on the 
outside in six places. This pro­ 
vides a strong circular wall four 
feet high. 


With a diameter of 18 feet 8 
inches, the bin holds, for ex­ 
ample, from 1,250 to 1,350 bush­ 
els of wheat, depending on how 
high the crown of the grain is 
built up. 
Cost of storage space 
thus provided, including a cov­ 
ering of waterproof paper held 
in position by weighting poultry 
netting, ranges from 6 to 8 cents 
a bushel. 


AN ECONOMICAL floor for 
this type of bin is a fill of 
gravel at least four inches deep. 
The fill should be held in place 
with hollow tile, concrete blocks 
or wood. 
Place 2 by 4 sleep­ 
ers across the gravel and lay a 
floor of I by 8 shiplap lumber. 
After the

wood (thickness of 3/16” is rec­ 
ommended) 
has 
been 
set 
in 
place, the floor should be cov­ 
ered with thin mesh wire as a 
barrier against rodents. 
It is 
advisable to put waterproof pa­ 
per over the wire netting. 
When the bin is emptied, the 
structure can be dismantled by 
removing the bolts. 
Then the 
hardboard panels can be stored 
flat or used for the repairing 
of other service buildings on the 
farm. 


4,000 return 


questionnaires in 


pasture survey 


About 1,200 farmers returned 
their hay and pasture question­ 
naires in only one wreck after 
“second notice” reminders 
had 
been sent out, reports J. A. 
Ewing, head of the federal-state 
crop reporting service. 
“That’s an excellent reum , and 
we hope the others will do the 
same thing, says Ewing. 
Questionnaires were mailed to 
about 24,000 farmers in mid-May. 
About 2,700 of them had replied 
before 
reminder 
notices 
were 
sent. 
EWING EXPLAINS that this is 
the first hay and pasture survey 
ever made in Illinois. It is a joint 
effort of the Illinois College of 
Agriculture and the crop report­ 
ing service. 
The purpose is to 
learn how legume-grass mixtures 
are being used for hay, pasture, 
silage, seed and green manure, 
and also to measure future pro­ 
gress in these uses. 
“We need every return we can 
get,” declares Ewing, “so that 
each county farm adviser can 
have accurate estimates for plan­ 
ning the best possible local le­ 
gume-grass program, 
“We’re counting on each per­ 
son to do his best to return the 
questionnaire if he received one,” 
says Ewing.

Vaccination is the best “insur­ 
ance” you can buy if you’ve had 
trouble with blackleg on your 
farm. 
Dr. L. R. Bain of the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois college of veterin­

It can live for years in pasture 
soil or in contaminated barns. On 
one Illinois farm it struck the 
first herd of cattle that had been 
on the farm in *15 years. 
Dr. Bain says vaccination prob­ 
ably isn’t necessary if there has 
never been blackleg on your farm 
or if there is little chance that 
the germ will be washed onto 
your property from your neigh­ 
bor’s farm.

More cattle 


but same meat 


in prospect 


With control policies changing, 
a more favorable supply outlook 
i* developing for both live stock 
and* meat for the summer and 
early fall, H. M. Conway, live 
•tock market analyst, writes in 
the July issue of national 
live 
stock producer, the nation's lead- 
mfL livc stock magazine. 
But there is no overall 
in­ 
crease in meat supplies in pros­ 
pect indicated for this year.’r Mr. 
Conway cautions. 
As conditions 
now stand, it is doubtful if the 
overall meat supply for the last 


half of 1952 will equal that of 
a year ago. 
“The curtailment of beef cat­ 
tle coming from feedlots is suf­ 
ficient to offset the fall supply 
increase of grass-fed cattle. Ba­ 
sically, despite the uptrend in 
cattle numbers (over 88 million 
head as of January I. 1952) there 
is no indicated increase in 
the 
supply of beef. 
"THERE HAS BEEN a general 
tendency to grow cattle in 
the 
corn belt 
This means that 
a 
rather extensive feeding period 
will be required after the new 
crop of com is available this fall. 
Most of the late 
pasture 
and 
range cattle will be of two-way 
type with sufficient quality 
to 
justify a turn in the feedlot — 
with fewer than normal going to 
slaughter. 
“There will be a 
substantia 
decrease in the summer >nd fat 
supply of pork as compared with 
last year. 
In many areas the 
early spring crop of pigs is being 


delayed for ftnTSfWhg on 
flew 
corn with the bulk of the spring 
crop being readied for market 
during the late fall and early 
winter. 
“As for lambs, the slight de­ 
crease indicated 
is 
negligible 
when it comes to the 
overall 
meat supply. 
Adverse 
condi­ 
tions during - the past feeding 
season will result in a larger 
slaughter supply during the grass 
season.”

and services for our 150 million 
citizens.

MEDICINE, without necropsy 
examinations, 
could not have 
reached the present understand­ 
ing of human iUs. The microscop­ 
ic examination of tissues in the 
laboratory is aimed to eliminate 
guess work and assists in obtain­ 
ing positive evidence for correct 
thinking in diagnosis. 
Pathology is that branch of 
medicine which deals with the 
structural and functional changes 
caused by disease in the body. A 
pathologist is a physician trained 
in this specialty whose work is 
confined largely to the labora­ 
tory. He compiles information so 
that 
medical 
students, interns 
and the medical profession at 
large keep abreast of new devel­ 
opments in disease. 
Some people mistakenly believe 
that a necropsy means mutilation 
of a body. This is not true be­ 
cause the autopsy is carried out 
in the hospital laboratory with 
all the skill, dignity and care 
with which an operation is per­ 
formed. The findings or results cf 
the examination are recorded, and 
made available only to the fam­ 
ily and to the hospital staff to 
further their understanding of 
the baffling cause of death. Even­ 
tually the pattern of symptoms, 
diagnosis, treatment and nature 
of the diseases are discussed in 
the medical literature so that the 
medical profession generally can 
be educated to an understanding 
of these disorders and their symp­ 
toms.
